AMD TOO fill BE PLIU&D 


Joe Hardia, tbe Oentralia train robber 


who escaped from the Chester peniten- 
tiary Monday, was captured three miles 
fn,m the town of Bfenard yesterday. He 
was nearly dead from exposure and hun- 
ger and was taken without trouble. 


Hardin'a escape waa one of those mis- 


haps which no amount ot discipline could 
avoid, and bia return to prison ia due to 
the unrelenting pursuit ot Warden J. D. 
Baker, who tracked Hardin to his hiding 
place. Hardin waa under sentenoe r( 
twenty years for tbe Centralia train rob- 
bery. September 20 lost year Hurdin, 
Obarles O'Dwyer and Den Johns at- 
tacked an ill'noia Central train at Oen- 
tralia, 111. They made a daring attempt 
to rob the express car, bat the trainmen, 
with the thought of recent train rob-' 
beries in their minds, defended tbe prop- 
erty in their charge and find upon the 
outlaws. They retreated, HBidin carrj- 
ing a load of buckshot in hie arm. Har- 
din wai traced to St. Louis, but eluding 
the detectives, went to Cincinnati, where 
be waa captured. Detective Smith went 
after him, but on the r* tarn trip at Oec- 
trniia the local authorities relieved him 
of bis prisoner. Hardin was quickly 
triei and sentenced. When Hardin got 
to the Chester penitentiary he became a 
fast friand of the trusty convicts who 
were employed as oart drivers. He be- 
came intimate with one of them who 
last Monday allowed Hardin to lie down 
in the bottom ot bis oart while the troety 
covered him over with dirt. When tbe 
oart was loaded tbe trusty drove oat ot 
the gates of the penitentiary, and arriv- 
ing at tbe bank of the Mississippi where 
a damp had been built to strengthen the 
levee, unloaded the dirt and flardin into 
the river. The officials believe that by 
prearrangement a skiff was at band to 
take Hardin away beyond the reach of 
prison guards. 
No trace of him waa 


found until yesterday. 
_ Hardin was found by a farmer who, 
when feeding stock, ran hia pitchfork 
into a haystack and stuck it into tbe leg 
of Hardin, who waa ia hiding. He ad- 
mitted his identity and waa taken in 
charge of by Warden Baker, who was 
there on hia trail. Hia feet an badly 
froz«n and be ie in a terrible condition, 
as the weather has been extremely oold. 
He has had only one meal in three day*.

en ware Co., and the other by the Tyler! 
Desk Co. The fire was discovered at 7 
o'clock on the ground floor near the 
elevator shaft of the Udell Co Before 
:he first platoon of engines arrived the 
lames had shot up through the ele- 
vator to the roof, firing on its way the 
inflammable material on every floor. 
Three alarms were sounded. 


A stiff breeze was blowing, and all 


efforts were turned to prevent the 
flames spreading The building, which 
was completed a little over a year ago, 
belonged to the Scudder estate and 
cost $40,000 It is a total losa Tha 
Udell Woodenware Co. carried a large 
stock of the most valuable goods An 
average estimate of their stock ii 
placed at f 100,000, Borne of the lighter 
joods on the first floor were saved. 
The loss to the Tyler Desk Co. is also 
total and is placed at $40.000. Insur- 
ance on the building and contents will 
cover losses. 
The Udell company 


burned out a year ago on Fourth 


1 rtreet and began business anew in the 


ttuilding destroyed to-nifrht. 


At exactly 9 o'clock the top story 


walls of the building fell outward. On 
the south of the building George 
Smith's residence and saloon was 
crushed, entailing a loss of $5,000. 


A blazing ember was carried by the 


wind Into the open window of an 
architect's office in the third story of 
the Hagan theater building, corner of 
Tenth and Pine streets, setting fire to 
a lot of papers. 


An alarm was turned in and the fire 


was quickly subdued. A small audi- 
ence was witnessing the second act of 
Sanford's "A Flag of Truce." The 
manager cut the scene short by stating 
from the footlights that a trifling fire 
had started in a remote part of the 
building, and advising1 the audience to 
quietly withdraw. There was not the 
slightest rush or panic, and the audi- 
ence marched out of the door as se- 
dately as a ohurch congregation. 


Just after the audience from the 


Hagan had safely reached the street a 
little flame "no bigger than a man's 
hand" was seen carting up from the 
cornice of a three-story building op- 
posite, occupied aa a sporting house. 
The crowed surged in that direction, 
bad the people of the house appeared 
at the windows with some alarm 
depicted on their faces just as a 
stream from one of the reserve engines 
Stationed near was directed against 
the building 
Tha flre was extin- 


guished, and so were the painted 
women at the windows.

Mrs. Duestrow would have become a 
knottier within a few months at the 
most. 


The inquest developed nothing of 


this character, but, as is well known, 
it was but partial, and devoted only to 
the head, or that part of the body that 
received the fatal wounds.
